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the  man  of  one  color  as  to  secure  him  the 
rights  t at  no  one  would  grudge  him  if  he 
were  of  another  color.’ 

“The  South  is  not  alone  responsible  foi 
Southern  conditions,  and  our  help,  when 
practicable,  and  our  heartiest  respect  are 
due  to  ‘the  brave  earnest  men  of  the  South 
who  in  the  face  of  fearful  difficulties  are 
doing  all  that  men  can  do  for  the  better- 
ment alike  of  black  and  white.’ 

“No  immediate  solution  is  possible;  ulti- 
mate solution  can  be  reached  only  by  the 
effort  ‘to  secure  to  each  man,  whatever  his 
color,  equality  of  opportunity,  equality  of 
treatment  before  the  law.’  Every  man 
struggling  upward  by  industry,  energy, 
self-respect,  and  perseverance  is  entitled  to 
our  respect  and  help,  whatever  his  color. 
‘The  only  safe  principle  upon  which  Amer- 
icans can  act  is  that  of  “all  men  up,”  not  J 
that  of  "some  men  down.”  ’ 

"In  the  long  run,  every  man’s  fate;  white 
or  black,  'must  depend  far  more  upon  his 
own  effort  than  upon  the  effort  ot  any  out- 
side friend.’  The  colored  man  who  is  indif- 
ferent to  the  crimes  qf  colored  men  is  the 
worst  enemy  of  his  own  race. 

“The  social  question  ‘must,  of  course, 
l)e  left  to  the  people  of  each  community  to 
settle  for  themselves,  as  in  such  a matter 
no  one  community, and  indeed  no  one  indi- 
vidual, can  dictate  to  any  other.’  ‘There 
must  be  no  confusion  of  civil  privileges 
with  social  intercourse.’  ” 

We  can  surely  all  agree  on  these  princi- 
ples: “Liberty,  equal  industrial  opportu- 
I nity,  equal  right^  before  the  law,  equal  po- 
litical privilege§-’-“suffrage  based  on  char- 
acter and  intelligence  f r black  and  white 
alike,’  ‘the  same  public  advantages  of  edu- 
cation; the  public  cchools  are  for  all  the 
people,  whatever  their  color  or  condition.” 

The  President  closed  with  a strong  ex- 
pression  of  his  faith  in  the  American  people 
and  their  ability  to  meet  and  solve  this 
great  problem:  “I  believe  in  the  South- 
erner as  I believe  in  the  Northerner.  I 
claim  the  right  to  feel  pride  in  his  great 
qualities  and.  in  bis  deeds  exactly  as  I feel

A Plea. 

last  September  Dr.  R.  B.  Stapleton, 
with  his  family,  moved  to  Brownsville, 
Texas,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an 
Open  Air  Hospital.  We  spent  three  very 
pLasant  weeks  in  Brownsville  with  the  fam- 
ily of  Mr.  T.  L.  Jones  who  was  a Missis- 
sippi College  boy,  and  married  Miss  Mary 
Bell  Williams,  of  Crystal  Springs.  They  have 
six  sons  and  three  daughter',  beautiful, 
strong  and  healthy  children;  and  they 
own  a leage,  4,000  acres,  of  that  rich,  level 
land  near  the  new  town  of  Harlingen.  Dr. 
Stapleton  pitched  his  tents  at  Harlingen, 
30  miles  from  Brownsville,  on  the  Auroyb 
river;  the  most  beautiful  country,  the  eye 
of  man  has  ever  seen;  with  a climate  that 
is  glorious!  and  game  plentiful;  deer,  tur- 
key, quail,  squirrel  and  fish.  We  spent  a 
happy  week  bunting  and  fishing,  when  the 
great  overflow  came;  such,  as  the  oldest 
settlers  said,  had  not  been  in  42  long 
years.  We  came  out  on  one  of  the  last 
trains  that  went  over  that  road  in  many 
we-ks.  What  could  wc  do  but  come  back 
home  and  go  to  work  in  the  same  old 
channels  feeling  the  time  was  not  yet  ripe 
for  our  great  undertaking.  But  we  learned 
some  lessons  from  our  trip. 

First,  we  learned  to  appreciate  a Chris- 
tian community  for  the  sake  of  the  chil- 
dren. Brownsville  is  on  the  border  line  of 
Texas  and  Old  Mexico,  and  is  a Mexican 
town.  As  yet  but  few  Americans  are 
there.  It  is  a beautiful  city  of  111, 000 ! but 
until  recently,  “sound  asleep.” — The  R.  R. 
and  new  immigration  are  waking  them  up. 
The  Spanish  are  a gentle,  quiet,  fun  loving 
people  who  spend  their  nights  in  revelry 
and  the  days  in  “Siesta,”  (sleep).  Yon  go 
out  to  hunt  help,  every  man  and  woman 
will  smilingly  say,  “Menyanna”  (tomor- 
row ) 

Sundays  arc  given  wholly  to  pleasure, 
and  the  “lilies,”  (dances)  are  open  all  day 
and  night;  with  the  most  enchanting  mu- 
sic to  lure  your  boys  away  from  you. 

The  beautiful  Cathedrals  and  Convents 
were  built  by  the  French  Catholic  years 
ago  and  are  still  flourishing.  They  have 
Mn  Episcopal  and  a Spanish  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  Baptists  own  a lot  and  Rev. 
W.  H.  Petty,  from  Tennessee,  is  their  Mis- 
sionary for  a large  territory.  He  is  a wide 
awake,  good  man,  bearing  a heavy  bur- 
den,— only  he  and  God  knowhow  heavy, — 
going  from  place  to  place— sleeping  under 
trees,  frying  his  bacon  on  coals  as  he  rests 
by  the  wayside,  preaching  for  four  long 
years  wherever  he  coula  get  even  one  to 
listen;  and  how  through  his  noble  work 
they  want  a Baptist  church 

Second.  I learned  to  appreciate  my 
church.  How  Bro.  Petty  has  lived  4 ifmg 
years  in  that  “God  for  saken”  land  and 
not  had  all  the  spirituality  choked  out  of 
him  I cannot  see.  There’s  nothing  but  the 
awful  need  of  the  Gospel  to  induce  him  to 
9tay.  How  desolate  he  must  have  felt,  as 
all  alone,  he  has  tried  to  lift  the  Baptist 
flag  with  none  to  sympathize  and  none  to 
help.  But  now  he  has  our  own  S.  C. 
Tucker  and  bis  noble  wife  and  10  or  15 
more  good  Baptists  to  stand  by  him  and 


they  must  have  a church ! At  present  they 
use  Gov.  Chapel  for  preaching,  Sunday- 
school,  prayer-meeting  etc.  Our  Govern- 
ment has  325  soldiers  stationed  here,  who 
are  viry  attentive  at  these  services  and 
some  fit  them  have  been  converted  under 
Bro.  Petty. 

Thiijd.  I learned  to  appreciate  ourChris- 
Jian  schools.  In  Brownsville  they  have  a 
magnificent  school  building  that  cost 
$50,000  It  is  impossible  to  tell  of  the 
different  classes  that  attend  this  school — 
they  rjangc  from  the  lowest  "Fean”  up. 
It  is  lijte  mixing  our  white  children  with 
the  nc^,ro. 

Fourth.  But  most  of  all  I learned  to 
appreciate  my  Baptist  laith.  Brownsville 
is  strictly  Catholic  and  the  people  belong 
to  the  pr  iest.  The  women  will  spend  a life 
time  itaking  exquisite  drawn  work  and 
give  the  proceeds  all  to  the  priest  to  "toll 
the  bell  for  their  ancestry”  or  to  "keep  the 
newly  buried  in  the  tomb.” 

But  a new  day  has  dawned  for  this  land. 
Christianity  has  come  and  with  it  the 
light  and  life  of  civilization.  With  its  rich 
lands,  fine  irrigation,  glorious  climate  and 
new  people  it  is  soon  to  lie  one  of  the 
greatest  countries  in  all  the  world.  And 
the  foremost  movement  is  a Baptist 
Church.”  Many  of  the  Baptists  ol  Missis- 
sippi know  Mr.  Sim  Tucker  and  h s beauti- 
wife,  Annie  Humphrey.  They  went  to 
Brownsville  for  her  health  which  is  much 
improved  and  both  enttred  heart  and  soul 
into  God’s  work. 

If  any  ndividual,  Society  or  church  can 
spare  any  amount  to  help  build  this 
Baptist  Chttrcb  at  Brownsville,  you  will 
help  a great  mission  cause  and  make  Bro. 
and  Sister  Tucker  very  happy.  I hopeevery 
church  in  Mississippi  will  send  a liberal 
contribution  to  Mr.  S.  C.  Tucker,  Browns- 
ville Texas.  This  is  a plea  out  of  the  ordi- 
nary but  it  will  help  you  to  understand 
the  situation  that  you  may  more  intelli- 
gently help.  Remember  in  helping  Browns- 
vill  we  are  helping  our  own  for  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Tucjter  belong  to  us.  Then  too  when 
Texas  sees  Mississippi  helping  she  will 
open  her  eyes  to  a treasure  she  knows  not 
of.

Redeeming  the  Time

All  of  our  churches  must  be  behind  time 
with  their  mission  work.  For  four  Sun- 
days  in  succession  the  elements  were 
against  us  and  hardly  any  churches  had 
congregations  of  any  size.  Many  church- 
es with  monthly  and  semi-monihlyr  servi- 
ces have  had  no  meetings  this  year.  More 
than  half  of  our  foreign  mission  appor- 
tionment, still  to  raise  and  only  one  month 
of  the  first  quarter  left’  and  only  two 
months  before  the  books  at  Richmond 
close.  “The  King’s  business  requireth 
haste.”  Moreover  it  requires  a divine  zeal 
born  of  calvary.  -Bro.  Pastor,  unless  j our 
interest  in  this  work  has  an  unbroken  con- 
nection with  calvary  that  will  lead  you  to 
spare  neither  time  nor  labor  nor  money-. 
nor*vtn  popular  favor,  you  would  better 
do  some  sure  enough  praying.  Evun 
Roberts,  the  most  conspicuous  human 
agent  in  that  marvelous  revival  in  Wales 
asked  his  people:  “What  have  you  done 
for  Christ?  Have  you  lost  a drop  of  blood 
for  him?  Have  you  sweated  for  him? 
Have  you  giveu  up  any  thing  worth  men- 
tioning for  his  sake?  You  know  what  he 
has  done  for  you.  Have  you  since  accept- 
ing Christ  done  anything  to  prove  it?” 
These  questions  are  just  as  pertinent  to  us 
as  the  Christians  of  Wales.  May  be  if  we 
would  take  them  home  and  answer  them 
we  would  have  such  a revival  as  is  now 
on  in  Wales.  *

Dear  Reader: 

On  pa*e  0 of  The  Baptist  of  February 
2nd  Brother  llarg'S  has  an  interesting  ar- 
ticle on  the  above  subject,  which  is  worthy 
of  careful  and  thought  ul  reading  because 
of  what  She  writes  and  the  importance  of 
the  subjdct.  Read  it  carefully,  if  you  have 
not,  ami;  well  ponder  the  results  of  pastor- 
less  churches  ( those  with  secularized 
preachers  are  virtually  so). . 

He  make-i  a fearful  charge  against  “per- 
haps a majority  of  our  preachers”— the 
charge  of  seeking  churches  on  mercenary 
motives;;!  or  seeking  salaries  which  they 
think  tljeir  qualiticati  ns  would  lining 
them  if  engaged  in  secular  pursuits. 

Is  the  Charge  true?— perhaps  a mnjdritv 
of  our  pfeachers  guilty!  The  writer  is  not 
in  position  to  say.  It  certainly  seems  true 
that  some  are. 

It  appears  true  that  the  effort  to  get 
yonng  preachers  to  receive  an  education, 
too  commonly,  appeals  to  the  commercial 
motive.  I Too  generally  this  is  true,  too,  as 
it  regards  children.  Th  v,  children  and 
preachers,  are  impressed  that  education 
will  tit  |hem  for  high  and  salaried  posi- 
tions, anrl  are  urged  to  educate  themselves 
with  ihjs  in  view.  So,  when  educated, 
they  very  naturally  fed  that,  to  occupy  an 
obscure  find  humble  position  with  small 
salary,  vfould  be  a reflection  on  their  Abil- 
ity to  succeed.  It  doesn’t  take  a micros- 
cope to  locate  the  responsibility. 

Brother  Hargis  is  doubtless  right  in  writ- 
ing ih  it  ft  he  preacher  “should  consult  the 
will  of  tie  Spirit,”  “and,  if  God  wants  him 
to  take  a certain  field  oi  labor,  he  should 
enter  it  because  the  Lord  wants  him  to.” 
An  important  question  arises  just  Here: 
How  mafe  a preacher  know  that  the  Lord 
wants  hifn  to  occupy  a certain  field?  It  is 
modestly  suggested  that  heshould,  in  faith 
and  tru£  submissiveness,  earnestly  ask 
G »d  to  give  him  work.  If  thcnacburch  or 
churches . should  intimate,  or  express,  the 
thoightjjof  invitiig  him.  let  him  .take  it 
that  thc«  probably  act  under  the  impulse 
of  the  Spirit,  regardless  of  the  suitableness 
or  unsuifSablcness,  the  profitableness  or  un- 
profitableness of  the  field  to  him  (thesc-are 
matters  for  alter  consideration).  Thert  let 
his  hearti say:  Lord,  I put  this  whole  mat- 
ter  into  thy  hands.  1 wish  to  do  thy  will, 
hut  I don’t  know  what  it  is.  Guide  me. 
If  it  be  thy  will  that  I should  serve  thee  in 
this  wotfk,  move  them  to  call  me,  but  if 
not  prevent  them  from  doing  so.  I leave 
it  all  witp  thee;  and  so  will  beacon  trolled 
by  action  of  the  field.  Let  him  pursue  this

On  Friday,  Feb.  17th^  Grand  I)|ike  Ser- 
gius, uncle  and  brother-in-law  of  tpe  Czar 
c*f .Russia,  the  wealthiest  and  most  in- 
fl  ienti.il  member  of  the  imperial;  family, 
and  Governor  General  ot  MoscoW,  was 
nssasinated  by  three  students,  who  be- 
longed to  the  "Fighting  Group”  oi  the  so- 
cialistic revolutionary  ! party.  The  Duke 
was  driving  from  Nicolas  Palace  to  the 
far  famed  Kemlin  I’alaoe,  and  almost  un- 
derneath the  historical  lower  from  which 
Ivan,  the  Terrible,  wrttqhed  the  heads  si 
his  enemies  falling  beneath  the  axe  on  the 
famous  ret!  square,  and  within  a stone’s 
throw  of  the  great  bell  hi  Moscow,  a bomb 
packed  with  nails  and  fragments  of  iron, 
was  thrown  by  one  of  these  men  rjding  in 
a sleigh,  underneath  the  impend  carriage. 
Nothing  hut  four  wheels  and  the  horses 
was  left  of  the  carriage,  the  Duke’s  hfad  wus 
severed  from  his  mangled  body,  and  two 
of  the  assassins  were  kjlled.  ThejSurviv- 
ing  murderer, when  arrested,  said:  ‘fi  don’t 
care,  l nave  done  my  job.”  Men  differ  as 
t|^the  political  effect  of  the  tragedy.  The 
assassins  were  nihilists  who  killet).  Count 
Bobrfkaff,  govenor  general  ot  Finland,  M. 
Siplaguinc,  and  Von  Plehve,  anil  have 
marked  several  other  foyal  persons  for 
execution,  including  the  Emperoif.  They 
were  not  intelligeht  and  influential  sub- 
jects pleading  for  reforms  in  the  govern- 
ment, nnd  who  condemn  assassination. 
And  yet  the  murderer  Was  respofisive  to 
the  outcry  of  oppressed  ,and  tortured 
humanity.  The  editor  of  the  Novae  Vrcm- 
ya,  St.  Petersburg,  said  j that  he  did  not 
believe  this  crime  can  interfere  With  the 
carrying  out  of  reforms  to  which  the 
government  is  too  far  committed.  “It 
seems  any  way  that  the  heartless  and  op- 
pressive absolutism  of ; an  aristocratic 
benurocracy  is  trembling;  at  its  foundation 
nnd  cannot  stand.
